Influenza  of  a mild  tyoe  was  widespread  in  May  and  durinr  the 
month  a circumscribed  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  ICnowesjmate 
and  continued  unto  June. 

June  saw  the  virtua.l  end  of  the  Mumps  outbrerJi  although  a 
few  solitary  ca.ses  cropped  up  until  September.  About  this  time 
Chicken-Pox  began  at  Otterburn  and  spread  rapidly  and  eventually 
reached  Moodburn. 

Measles  began  aj:  Otterburn  in  July  but  Chicken  Pox  by  noi7  :jas 
dying  out. 

Measles  continued  throughout  August  at  Otterburn  in  a^ddition 
to  one  or  tiro  belated  causes  of  Chicken  Pox  and  Mumps. 

September  saw  m a.sles  still  raring  at  Otterburn  and  a.t  the 
aa-i3  time  ■’liooping  Cough  commenced  in  Bellingham.  Measles  also  begrn 
in  Bellingham. 

In  October  Measles  were  very  T-ridespread  in  Bellingh'^ni  and  had 
exteiKied  to  the  North  Tyne  arrer . At  the  same  ti.:.3  a fev:  ca.ses  of  «. 
■Jhickan  Pox  broke  out  around  Ki elder. 

In  November  Mea.sles  had-finished  at  Otterburn  but  was  still 
prevalent  a.t  Bellingham  and  in  the  upper  part  of . P-edesdel e . One  case 
of  Para-typhoid  occurred  in  Bellingham.  The  source  of  infection  oould 
not  be  traced. 

December  saw  the  end  of  the  .Measles  epidemic  but  there  u^as  stil 
a fei''  cases  of  Mumps  at  ’.’’oodburn,  also  four  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  sarnie  area  and  a feirly  extensive  outbreak  of  Chicken  Pox 
in  tke  upper  part  of  the  North  Tyne .

Tile  use  of  Serum  proved  most  effective  in  stamping  out  Scarlet 
Fever.  Tliero  is  no  doub't  that  .most  of  tlie  infeotious  disease  outbrer'is 
in  the  area  are  due  to  the  evacuees  going  home  for  holiday. 

Vnereeal  Disease  does  not  a.ppear  to  exist  so  far  a.s  is  known.
